The British Would Be Willing To 
Reopen India’s Mints, 


KINGDOM READY WITH REPLY 


Umited States Monetary Convention 
Promised a Happy Reception. 


NATIONAL REVIEW GIVES THE SITUATION 


Declares England Is Ready To Extend 
the Use of Silver as Will 
Be Requested. 


London, June 29.—The next issue of The 
National Review will contain an articte 
announcing an important bimetallic devel- 
opment at the hands of the United States 
monetary commission, consisting of Sena- 
tor Edward O. Wolcott. former Vice Presi- 
cent Adlai E. Stevenscn . and 
Charles Jacksen Paine, which will arrive 
tere in a few days. 

The commissien, according to The Na- 
tioral Review, will present to the British 
government a statement from France and 
the United States declaring “their desire 
to terminate the disastrsus experiments in- 
auguizated in 1873, and claiming our good 
will «-d active coneurrence.” 

The National Review adds: 

*““‘We are able to announce that England’s 
reply will be that the government is willing 
to reopen the Indian mints, to make a 
further substantial contribution to the re- 
habilitation of silver by extending its use 
in England by incréasing the legal tender 
of silver, making silver the basis of notes, 
empowering the Bank of England to use 
its silver reserve and that material assist- 
ance, and strong moral support will be 
given to the object that the United States 
and France have in view.’’ 


McKinley Fears It Is Overdrawn. 


Washington, June 29.—The cablegram 
from London today giving the substance of 
an article to appear in The National Re- 
view, to the effect that the United States 
monetary commission, of which Senator 
Wolcott, of Colorado, is the head, had met 
with gratifying success in France, and 
stating positively that England ‘would re- 
open its Indian mints and otherwise con- 
tribute to an extended use of silver, was 
read with interest by government officials. 
They know that the commission was very 
cordially received in France, and that the 
commissioners were greatly encouraged by 
the strong and apparently increasing silver 
sentiment in that country, as the president 
not long since received from Senator Wol- 
cott a letter to this effect. The statement 
that England is ready to join in the move- 
ment to the exent of reopening her Indian 
mints is received with many doubts. 

A copy of the cablegram was shown to 
the president, and to Secretary Gage, but 
neither of them cared to express any opin-

The former had proposed an amend- 
ment to the tariff bill providing a $100 head 
tax on immigrants and a restriction against 
all those not comirg to the United States 
to become citizens. 

During the day the senate disposed of the 
lead paragraph, the committee rate of 1%c 
per pound on lead ore being agreed to, 30 
to 23 The other paragraphs considered 
were of comparatively minor importance. 

Several hundred bills were reported as a 
result of the first. meeting of the pension 
committee since the present congress as- 
sembled. It took haif an hour to read 
the list of private pension bills. 

Wten it was concluded, Mr. Morgan, of 
Alebama, commented on the fact that the 
men and women named in these bills must 
wait for relief owing to the inacti6n of one 
of the branches of congress. At this time 
congress was without the opportunity or 
liberty to pass one of these pension bills. 
Congress was not even in session, asserted 
Mr. Morgan. The lawyers of the country 
would look into this question and there was

Rate on Coal Is Fixed.

Was a Leader Among the Democrats, 
but He Recently Joined the Re- 
publican Party. 


Columbia, 8. C., June 29.—(Special.)—This 
morning at 4 o'clock one of the mdst sensa- 
tional of the many sensations of this sec- 
tion, reached its culmination in the suicide 
of R. Q. Harris, postmaster here. 

Five years ago there was not a more 
popular man in the county than Bob Har- 
ris. Prosperous, talented, smart and pop- 
ular, he was honored by his people with 
every trust, and was sent as a delegate 
representing his district to the Chicago 
convention. His course there has passed 
into history, which is familiar to every 
South Carolinian. He returned home, and 
after the election of Grover Cleveland to 
the presidency, was appointed postmaster 
at Union, which office he has filled to the 
satisfaction of all. Several months ago 
the fight for the Union postoffice began, 
and there has been unabated interest in it. 

About a year ago the Union’ hotel was 
purchased from J. Epps Tucker by Harris 
and Cclonel William Munro. Tucker was 
anxious to dispose of his property, and 
sold it for $5,000. It contained three acres 
of land in the heart of the town, and was 
at the time worth twice that sum. Two 
weeks ago Harris stated that he valued 
the property at $15,000. Ten thousand dol- 
lars’ insurance was taken out upon the 
building, which was worth that sum, but 
was badly in need of repairs. It burned 
down June 17th. 

Harris Is Suspected. 

Early the next morning it was whispered 
on the street that Proprietor Harris had 
been responsible for the burning and as is 
the case with the reports of this kind, it 
soon gained general circulation. These re- 
ports came to his ears and damage suits 
were talked of, but were not originated. 
Then $2,000 reward was offered, Harris him- 
self contributing $250. 

Harris had acquired considerable proper- 
ty, which he managed well. He leaves a 
wife and three children. Harris had not 
been at the postoffice for several days and 
in response to inquiries there the reply 
was given that he was at home sick. 

Monday afternoon he ate supper as usual 
and went to his room, nothing unusual be- 
ing noticed. It is supposed that about 8 
o’clock he took the doze of morphine which 
ended his life. 

Mrs. Harris went to his room to call 
him. She found him lying on the bed un- 
conscious ard hastily had physicians sum- 
moned. Drs. Smith,-Lawson, Nott and 
Hamilton arrived between 8:30 and 9 o’clock. 
The physicians worked unceasingly with 
their patient until about 4 o’clock this 
morning, when death came.

It has been suggested that two tracks 
might -be depressed through the heart of 
the city and a terminal station erected on 
the Georgia railraad, fronting on Decatur 
street about Collins, or east of that street. 
The mayor realizes that if an ordinance 
was passed forbidding suburban trains to 
enter the present. union station, it would 
hurt the Atlanta and West Point railroad, 
which is powerless, so far as inducing the 
Western and Atlantic to depress the tracks 
goes. The Western and Atlantic is the only 
road which enters the present station from 
the west over its own tracks and the lessees 
of that road afe unwilling to go to the ex- 
pense of depressing the tracks. The state 
of Georgia, as the owner of the Western 
and Atlantic ahd the site of the passenger 
station, kas t give its consent to any 
changes made on the property, and it is a 
question how far the city can go in re- 
stricting that road from using its own 
tracks. 

It is said that Major Thomas would want 
the city or the state to bear the greater 
part of any expense incurred by changing 
the grade. Mayor Collier has stated that 
the city would be willing to bear a part of 
the expense, but how far it would go has 
rever been brought out. The main objection 
urged by the roads to using the present 
site for a new station is that there is not 
room enough to accommodate the great 
number of passenger trains which will ar- 
rive and depart ten years hence, if At- 
lanta contMnues to grow as she has grown 
in the past. The Southern, the Central.and 
the Atlanta and West Point want Major 
Thomas to go into a new union station at 
Mitchell street. The state will not consent 
to the abandonment of the present site and 
he would not abandon it anyway unless he 
were liberally compencated in some way.

Idaho Settlers Are Greatly Alarmed at 
‘the Action of the Bannocks. 
PRESIDENT IS APPEALED TO 


Secretary of War Orders Commander 
of the Platte To Investigate. 


THERE MAY BE SERIOUS” TROUBLE 


Red Men Are Not Thoroughly Sat- 
isfied and Their Absence May 
Mean Mischief. 


Washington, June 29.—Three hundred 
Bannock Indians have broken away from 
the Fort Hall reservation in Idaho end 
their actions have alarmed the settlers in 
the adjacent territory. 

The news of the outbreak of the Indians 
from the reservation came today in dis- 
patches from the governor of Idaho. He 
telegraphed Secretary Bliss late last night 
and today wired urgent measures to Sena- 
tor Heitfeld. Senators Heitfeld and Shoup 
immediately went to the interior depart- 
ment, where they called attention to the 
situation and the dispatches also were 
promptly forwarded to the secretary of 
war. Secretary Bliss carried the telegrams 
to the cabinet meeting, where they were 
discussed." 

A formal communication was made to 
the secretary of war asking that orders 
be issued for whatever military assistance 
may be necessary to afd the agent, Lieu- 
tenant F. T. Irwin, in preserving order 
and protecting lives and property of the 
settlers and to return the Indians to tleir 
reservation if they are absent therefrom as 
reported. The agent was notified to make 
a further immediate report. 

The request of the Idaho people fcr 
troops to protect them against the Ban- 
nocks aid not reach the state department 
until rather late in the afternoon. Secre- 
tary Alger held a consultation with Acting 
Adjutant General Breck and some other 
officers who are experienced in just such 
Indian troubles as this and the conclusion 
reached was that the department should 
take steps to learn for itself the exact 
situation in the Fort Hall country. 

Accordingly a telegram was sent to 
Brigadier General Coppinger, at Omaha, 
Neb., the headquarters of the department 
of. the Platte, in which the reservation is 
included, instructing him to send one or 
more officers to the scene of trouble to 
ascertain and report upon the state of af- 
fairs there. The department has no doubt 


that the difficulty willl be easily overcome, © 


believing as they do that the Indians are 
not out for any hostile purpose, hut prin- 
cipally to gather some of the roots that 
come about this time and of which they 
are fond. 

These Indians are the same who figured 
in the Jacks Hole affair some time ago 
and had several skirmishes with settlers. 
A commission is now. negotiating with 
them, as well as with some other..tribes, 
for a cession of a part of their reservation 
to the United States, The commission has 
worked for many months, but the Indians 
generally have been found not to favor the 
schemes and the commission’s works are 
of a sort in which progress has not been 
successful. 

The Bannocks’ teservition is locatet 
down in the southeast corner of Idaho 
near the Wyoming and Utah lLoundary 
lines.

Columbia, 8. C., June 2.—(Special.j— 
Whether or not a Methodist preacher can 
resign his charge or be removed by any 
power other than the bishop that ap- 
Pointed him is a live question arnong the 
colored Methodists of Yorkville just now. 

Rev. J. H. Turner has been pastor of 
Clinton African Zion Methodist Episcopal 
church, of Yorkville, for this year, but his 
congregation have become dissatisfied with 
h'm and has preferred serious charges 
against him. There are two sides to this, 
as to all other controversies, but it seems 
that elther Rev. Turner agreed to resign 
and allow another minister to be sent in 
his stead or the presiding elder appointed 
another without his consent. 

At any rate Rev. Gilder was appointed 
by the elder to preach last Sunday. But at 
preaching time Turner put in nis appear- 
ance, and his path being barred by zealous 
church members, he forced his way into 
the church. The Bible was in possession of 
his opponents, but he found a hymn book 
and gave out the hymn: “Oh for a Thous- 
ahd Tongues to Sing,” etc. 

But about this time the entire congrega- 
tion left the church except one brother 
and one sister. The thousand tongues not 
appearing to help in the singing, Turner is 
said to have preached his hearers a ser- 
mon of something over an hour in length. 
During the week Turner swore out a 
warrant before a magistrate against 
several church members for disturbing 
religious worship, but on hearing the evi- 
dence that was offered dismissed the case. 

The other side then had the preacher 
arrested for carrying concealed weapors, 
claiming that he brought a pistol to 
church with him. When this case was 
called for trial today the principal witness 
for the prosecution was not present. He is 
said to have suddenly come to the con- 
clusion that he might be asked some em- 
barrassing questions and decided to ab- 
sent himself from the trial. He accord- 
ingly started for home with an officer after 
him. He then became conveniently ill and 
fell on the street. The trial had to be 
postponed. Many of the negroes seem to 
believe that the Lord struck the man 
down because he intended swearing to a 
lie. The negroes are very much interested 
in the outcome of the case. 


GREENVILLE SHOWS GROWTH. 


Tax Books Indicate an Increase in 
Both Real and Personalty.

Sudden Death. 


Mrs. Mary A. Hutchison, wife of Andrew 
J. Hutchison, living at 1405 Sccond street, 
was found dead in bed today at 3 o’clock, 
by Mr. Hutchison, who is a Central rail- 
road fireman. He was at home between 
trips.: 

Mrs. Hutchison’s death was from ratural 
causes, but was totally unexpected. This 
morning she cooked breakfast for herself 
and husband and when last noticed by her 
husband was in apparent perfect health. 
Mr. Hutchison sat on his front porch read- 
ing papers for several hours, and when he 
entered the house found his wife lying on 
the bed dead. Ske was forty years of age, 
and leaves no children. 

Court Cases. 

The case of the state versus Sarah Wil- 
liams, charged with keeping open a tip- 
pling house on Sunday, was set for hearing 
in the city court today, but was postponed 
to await a decision of the supreme court 
in a similar case. The defense charges 
that the arrest was illegally made as the 
evidence against the woman was procured 
in an unlawful manner. Sarah Williams is 
an aged negro woman whom it is said 
operated a blind tiger at her home on 
Third street right under the nose of the 
police and county officials for sixty years 
without being detected. She was arrested 
about two years ago and the case has been 
hanging fire in the courts ever since. 


Laying the Mains. 


The work of laying the water mains for 
the extension and improvement of Macon’s 
water supply commenced today. The 
work was started on Fourth street and a 
largé force of hands was put to work. The 
work is being done on an order from Judge 
Speer to the receiver, who was himself 
anxious that the system should be im- 
proved. The improvements now being put 
in will cost about $25,000, but the receiver 
has sufficient funds on hand to pay it. As 
soon as the down town work is completed 
the pumping station, now just above Rose 
Hill cemetery on the river, ‘will be moved 
two miles thhigher up on land owned by 
the company. This will put a large main 
through Vineville and be a great boon to 
the people of that suburb, only a portion 
now being supplied. It will also give them 
fire protection and Increased sanitary fa- 
cilities. 

All of the timber having been prepared, 
the work of building the first boat owned 
by the Macon Navigation Coripany wilh 
begin next week. The boat will be flat 
bottomed, with a capacity of 500 bales of 
cotton. It will be built at the old wharves 
near Central City park, and put regularly 
into service. 

The Macon Navigation Company is very 
enthusiastic over the outlook, and say that 
by September Ist they will have a steamer 
plying between Macon and tidewater haul- 
ing as much freight each day as she will 
carry. After the first boat fs completed 
the company will have two more built. 

’ He Jumped to Death. 

The Central railroad authorities have 
ascertained how it was that the negro 
Chiles met his death last Saturday on the 
Macon and Northern railroad near Madi- 
son.» The negro at Madison got on the 
excursion train from Athens to Macon 
with the intention of stealing a ride to a4 
small station near Madison, where there 
was a water tank. The train how- 
ever did not sto at the tank 
and the negro — off and 
in falling his head struck against.a car 
wheel and his skull was crushed. hree 
persons saw him when he jumped off. All 
the testimony goes to show that the rail- 
road Was in no way responsible for his 


death. 
Serving Sentence. 

Cc. H. Moors, who was arrested at his 
home in Johnson county last Sa'tturday 
night by Deputy Marshals George White 
and George Thomas and brought to Ma- 
con, has commenced to serve his sentence 
of about forty days in the Bfbb county 
jail for retailing Hquor illicitly. This is 
the sentence that was imposed on Moore 
last year by Judge Speer, which the 
judge suspended on Moore's promise that 
he would not again sell whisky illicitly. 
It was recently reported that Moore was 
again thus selling, and when the officers 
went to arrest him Saturday night he re- 
sisted with a winchester. He is now re- 
quired to serve the sentence originally im- 
posed by Judge Speer, which was thirty 
days in jail and a fine of $100. In the 
event Moore does not pay the fine he will 
have to serve more time in jail. When 
his sentence expires he will then probably 
be tried on the charge of resisting officers.

Councilman Lumpkin Asked That the 
Petition Be Held Up, but in His 
Absence It Was Passed. 


Certain citizens of the first ward, in the 
vicinity of 355 Peters street, are angry. 
They. have a grievance against the council 
police committee.

council held Wednesday of last week. 
Shortly after that meeting was called to 
order, Alderman Hirsch, chairman of the 
police committee, said the committee found 
no objection to the saloon, and he moved 
that the petition be granted.

Captain J. A. Miller, formeriy chairman 
of the electric committee of the council, 
aiso appeared in behalf of the Consolidated, 
stating he had investigated the subject 
last year. 

Chairman Rice, Alderdian Woodward and 
Councilman Maddox, of the committee, and 
Mayor Collier were present, representing 
the city government. Secretary Weissin- 
ger read the several dozen letters and docu- 
ments: put in evidence by the city, show- 
ing thac in other cities renders have been 
used to great advantage and benefit to 
the railroad companies, as well as to the 
people of the cities. 

Shall Fenders Be Used?

Mr. Woodruff read letters from Charles 
T. Yerkes, the street car magnate of Chi- 
cago, who has recently effected a consoli- 
dation of all the street car companies of 
that city, in which he states that he doubts 
the er a ge of using fenders. He says 
the city of Chicago does not require the 
use of fenders. 

City Will Not Select Fenders. 


General Manager Vining, of the Market 
Street Car Company, of San Francisco, al- 
so opposes fenders. Mr. Woodruff read 
other letters of the same purport. He said 
the Consolidated is.ready to adopt a fender 
if the city will select a patent and be re- 
sponsible for accidents resulting from its 
use.

Capitol Officials Say the Committee 
Seems-Determined To Unearth 
Something. 


The distinguished gentlemen who com- 
posed the legislative investigating commit- 
tee which Mr. "Blalock is now escorting 
through the state capitol on an informa: 
smelling expedition, are meeting with 
some criticism from good democrats who 
are not affected in any way by the inquiry 
either as office-holders or individuals.

The complaint made does not touch upon 
the purpose and intention of its appoint- 
ment. The law suggests that a body of 
legislative auditors should look over the 
state’s accounts qnce a year, and find out 
if the state gets value received for the 
money expended. \Neither is there any 
fault found with the make-up of the com- 
mittee. Every man on it, it is generally 
agreed, is an earnest and honest citizen, 
and every one of them earnestly and hon- 
estly intends to do his duty as he sees it. 

But right here is where the members 
of the committee and the majority party 
to differ. The 
committee, it has been said, seems to feel 
that they are prosecutors rather than in- 
vestigators, and they are going at their 
‘business with a desire to convict some- 
body of something rather than a desire 
to.make a fair and impartial examination 
of the state’s accounts. 

A conspicuous member of the state ad- 
ministration, who is in nowise affected 
for good or evil by the doings of the com- 
mittee, said yesterday afternoon: 3 

“No one doubts that Mr. Blalock and all 
of the gentlemen associated with him in 
the present work are conscientiously try- 
ing to do what it right, but It is proper at 
this time for somebody to call their at- 
tention to the fact that they are 
unconsciously doing all that is wrong.

STORY OF THE MURDER AS BROUGHT OUT 


His: Statement Showed That the Kill- 
ing Was Not Intended and Was 
an Accident. 


Lewis Mason, the murderer of Will Du- 
rant, his friend and companion, was yes- 
terday found guilty of murer. 

* But in the same verdict the jury wrote in 
a brief paragraph, the words recommend- 
ing him to the mercy of the court, thereby 
saving his neck from the gallows. The ver- 


dict was returned late yesterday afterno?1 


in Judge Candler’s court and the jury was 
dismissed with the thanks of the court, 
Mason was placed on trial early yester- 


day morning and his case occupied the en- 


tire day in the criminal court, with the 
exception of an hour or two in the after- 
noon when several minor cases were tried 
while the Mason jury was in the Jury room 
pondering over the evidence in the case. 

A broad, expressive grin came over the 
face of Mason’ as the verdict of the jury 
was rehd aloud in the still courtroom. Dur- 
ing the trial he had been hopeful and ex- 
pectant, but when the jury remained longer 
than he thought it would he became doubt- 
ful and the last few minutes of the jury’s 
stay in the P nd room brought almost in- 
tolerable suffering to the prisoner, for he 
feared the extended conference was not in 
his favor. As The verdict was read he 
regained his composure that had attracted 


j attention during the day and before the 


po a a words were pronounced he was 
smiling blandly, almost giggimmg aloud. 

The case which the state had hoped to 
make out against the prisoner did not justi- 
fy the jury in a verdict of murder without 
recommendation. The murder oc- 
curred nearly two years o and some of 
the witnesses had scattered and could not 
be located. The line of defense was that 
the shooting was accidental and Mason 

ave great emphasis to this feature when 

® made his statement to the jury. 

“It was on Christmas eve,’’ said Mason 
to the jury. “Me and Will Durant had 
been playing about in the barroom. I had 
my pistol in my hand and nearly every- 
body else had a pistol, because it was 
Christmas eve, you know, and everybody 
was celebrating. After we had been fuss- 
ing in ig bar the saloon keeper put us 

t 


out. 

“Durant then pulled out his knife and 
he caught my pistol by the end of the bar- 
rel. I scuffiled with himegnd then Mr. U 
church, the policeman, ran across from t 
station house and caught hold of Durant. 


‘He jerked Durant away and then my pis- 


tol went off, gentlemen of the jury, and 
I shot him unintentionally. That is the 
way it happened, and I am telling the 


truth.’ 

.The testimony was brief on both sides 
and did not differ materially from the 
statement made by the prisoner except 
the accidental theory figured only in his 
statement. The other witnesses testified 
that he and Durant were fighting when the 
shooting occurred. They all testified that 
the shot was fired after the officer had 
caught hold of Durant, but only a few 
were positive about the positions occupied 
by the two men and whether or not the 
knife was drawn by Durant,

A Refreshing Letter. 


Miss Rosa Woodberry, who is at present 
enjoying the pleasures of Old Point Com- 
fort, writes the following refreshing notes 
of that delightful place: 

“The summer traveler carries along with 
him his personality and gets out of his trip 
whatever there is to harmonize with his 
peculiar heart. People do not disrlay their 
individuality on short business trips as 
they do when ‘vacation’ is written un- 
mistakably on the traveling bag, the trav-’ 
eling sutt and in a general air of encircling 
composure.

As 
the Seaboard Air-Line steamed out of the 
station on its daily trip to Portsmouth and 
the Virgiria resorts, with its crowd of all 
sorts and conditions of personalities, they 
soon showed what harmonized with their 
peculiar heart. Some shunning the glare, 
closed windows and rested contentedly in 
Pullman ease: others oblivious to comfort 
or discomfort, saw every shilting scene 
in the sky and light and st.ade effect of 
forest pines.

state Geologist Has Returned from the 
Nashville Fat, 
TALKS FREELY ABOUT REPORTS 


Seys the Charges Against Him Are 
Untrue—Orders That Sign To 
Come. Down. 


W. S. Yeafes, the state geologist, return- 
ed from the Centennial at Nashville yester- 
day morning, where he has had charge of 
the Georgia exhibit. He talks very freely 
about the recent charges that have been 
urged against him, and says they are un- 
true and utterly without foundation. 

He called on the governor yesterday, and 
the latter stated he had found no fault 
with Professor Yeates’s work, but that he 
had always ‘been against the geological 
survey, and was at first somewhat angry 
on seeing a wrong sign over the Georgia 
exhibit at the exposition. 

Professor Yeates states the sign was 
there over his protest, and wrote to the 
Nashville officials yesterday afternoon ask- 
ing that it be removed, which will no doubt 
be done at once. 

Regarding recent publications about this 
department, Professor Yeates has written 
the following card to The Constitution: 

From State Geologist Yeates. 

Editor Constitution—My attention has 
been called to a long article in your issue 
of yesterday, purporting to be the results 
of some investigation into my administra- 
tion of the affairs of the geological sur- 
vey by the committee of the house of m@p- 
resentatives w investigating the con- 
duct of the #arious state departments. I 
cannot believe that a committee composed 
of men of sucht high character, for each 
of whom I entertain the profoundest re- 
spect, could have inspired an attack, so 
malicious and so utterly false. The article 
is adroitly woven, for a purpose, sinister. 
I have no battle to fight in the newspa~- 
pers, but I am compelled to protest against 
such an underhanded attack against the 
geological survey, which it is my privilege 
to defend. Surely, the honorable gentlemen 
composing the committee would not give 
out such matter for publication on mere 
ex parte statements, made by I know not 
whom, and I believe they will hear me 
before deciding against an institution so 
valuable to the state as is its geological 
survey. I know of no state survey in 
this country that has accomplished more, 
with the same amount of money, in the 
same length of time, than has been ac- 
complished by the geological survey of 
‘Georgia during my administration. 

I am now on duty for Georgia, at the 
Tennessee Centennial, where I have made 
the largest and finest display of her min- 
eral and forestry resources ever made for 


any state, at any exposition, in this coun- 
try; and this statement will be borne out 


I will return to Atlanta the early part of 
next week and I will request the committee 
to permit me to mf&ke a statement before 
them as to my administration of the affairs 
of the geological survey. I know they will 
do it; for, when they examined my ac- 
counts two weeks ago, I was impressed 
with their perfect fairness. Then will I 
state what I have accomplished as state 
geologist, and I have nothing to fear from 
the statement. Th@se persons who may de- 
sire to know what has been accomplished 
by the geological Burvey during the past 
four years can icertain the truth by 
reading my adminigirative reports for those 
years, copies of ich will be sent to any 
one applying by al or otherwise. These 
reports are alway§ shor: and concise, and 
they will not tire the reader.

SUSPICION OF FOUL PLAY 


How the Little Clips Did the Fearful 
and ‘Fatal. Work. 


BROWN STILL CONTINUES A LITTLE SHAKY 


Contractor Miles Is Positive That the 
Clips Were Tampered With—Why. , 
Coroner Held No Inquest. 


The coroner held no tnquest over the re- 
mains of the two negroes who were killed 
in the accident at the Austell building 
Monday afternoon at 1 o'clock. 

After an investigation of two or three 
hours Coroner Stamps decided that under 
the law he had no right to nold an in- 
quest, or at least one was unnecessary, as 
& number of witnesses, some forty or fifty, 
had witnessed the accident and could testi- 
fy as to how_the men were killed if the 
matter found its wuy into the courts. 

The terrible catastrophe may have a 
very sensational sequel if there are any 
developments to substantiate the theory of 


the cause, of the accident advanced by. 


the contr.ctor and superintendent. 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, Mr. 
W. B. Miles, who has the contract for the 
erection of the Austell building, is positive 
that there was foul play and that some 
miscreant tampered with the clips on the 
guy rope which stretched from the top of 
the first derrick which fell to the ‘dead 
man’’ or post in the yard of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. 


The Slipping Clips. 


There were four of these clips on the 
wire rope and more than one of them must 


| have Slipped to have caused the rope to 


slacken as much @s it did. A “clip” is an 
iron or steel arrangement which is used 
to tighten the rope and hold it taut. After 
the wire rope is wrapped about the post 
or “dead man” the loose end is brought 
forward and clamped to the line with the 
clips, making it impossible for the rope 
to slip as long as the clips are intact. The 
clips are placed along the line one after 
the other and a few inches apart. Al- 
though one might become loosened or 
break the other ought to remain in position 
and prevent any accident. 


Detectives To Investigate. 


Owing to the fact the four clips on the 
guy rope which slipped yesterday all gave 
way about the same time the contractor 
and. superintendent are firmly convinced 
that there must have been foul play, and 
they have decided to have the matter fer- 
reted out by detectives. 

As to the motive which any person could 
have had for executing such a horrible 
schemsé the contractor believes there are 
those who might have been actuated by re- 
venge, as a number of workmen had ‘been 
discharged for various reasons. There may 
be some startling developments before We 
matter is over. 

In speaking of the accident 
morning Mr. Miles said: 

“It is my honest opfnion that some per- 
son tampered with those clips. It is an 
unheard-of thing for a guy rope to slip 
when held by as many as four clips. Why, 
not Hong .ago some of the clips became 
loosened on a guy rope on the Forsyth 
street bridge, but one of them held fest 
and the cable moved so little as not to be 
noticeable. We witll have the affair care- 
fully investigated.”

University Will Be Considered. 


MAY CONFLICT WITH BLALOCK’S CROWD 


Compromise May Be Reached and Only 
One Committee Will Be Allowed 
To Examine University. 


Another investigation is coming. 

This will be headed by Hon. Pope Brown, 
and may infringe upon the prerogatives of 
the committee of investigation now in ses- 
sion. 

The new investigation will come under 
the instructions of’a resolution passed be- 
fore the house by Hon. Pope Brown calling 
for an examination of the funds trom the 
federal government coming to the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 

This was a joint resolution passed up by 
both branches of the general assembly, 
and committees were named from both 
the house and the senate. The purpose 
the committee is embraced in the duties 
of the body now in session, and it may 
happen that this branch of the university 
will be subject to two examinations. A 
compromise may be reached, however, 
between the two committees, and it may 
be agreed that only one shall do the work. 

During the last session of the general as- 
sembly Hon, Pope Brown introduced a 
resolution calling for an examination of 
the federal funds coming to the state and 
applied to the university in the agricul- 
tural and mechanical college department. 
It was passed up and from the senate Pres- 
ident Berner, Mr. Fiewellen and Mr. Bla- 
lock were appointed. From the house Mr. 
Speaker Jenkins, Mr. Brown, Mr. Arm- 
strong, Mr. Thomas were named. The 
resolution called for no definite time for 
the committee to begin the examination, 
but it .was understood that work would 
be done between sessions and the report 
made at the next session of the house. 

Just when Mr. Brown will call the com- 

mittee together is not known. 

Senator Blalock, who is a member, 
geen yesterday. 

“Yes,”’ he said, ‘I believe I am a mem- 
ber of the committee to which you refer. 
I do not know when we will begin work, 
however. Some time ago I received a notice 
of my appointment with a copy of the 
resolution, but I do not know what wili 
be dcne and I have not communicated with 
any other members.
